If you drive through Bel 
Air, El Lay’s billionaire neighborhood, you can't see a single house, because the 
walls are up to twelve feet high, and they line both sides of all the streets. Not that 
you'd be able to stop anyway. The cops would run you out of there quicker than 
the Pope ina Babtist church, if youso 
muchassloweddown. These houses 
are not to be seen. Eyes forward, 
young man. 

In Malibu, another million- 
aire haven, you can’t even drive into 
the city. The walls start at the high- 
way. The roads themselves are pri- 
vate. 


Andit’snotjust paranoid Cali- 
fornians. You can see it in subdivi- 
sionsinplaceslike Dallas and Tampa 
and Des Moines where the houses 
costas little as $80,000 — but part of 
that money goes to a “privacy fence” 
or a “security wall.” 

don’t know what people are 
thinking, but if they’re doing this for 
safety, then it’s a big mistake. If a 
burglar does show up, all he’s got to 
do is get over the wall, and then he 
can't be seen from the street. It 
makes your house more attractive to 
a criminal. 

lf people are doing it for privacy, then, okay, | guess | understand, but 
wasn't it better when you could sit out on your front porch and lookall the way down 
to the end of the street and see grass and trees and pink flamingos and lawn 
sprinklers? | mean, how does putting the dang wall up around your property help 
your life? It just cuts you off from everything you could look at that’s halfway 
attractive, makes youa stranger to your neighbors, and makes you feel like you’ve 
crawled into a dark hole. 

But | know this is what people want. And what people want is what 
Realtors will provide. : 

There was one other time in history when people lived like this. It was the 
Middle Ages, from about 400 A.D. to 1500 A.D., when people were so afraid that 
they built castles everywhere, and then built moats around ’em, and then spent 
huge amounts of money on armies. (Some new modern subdivisions do have 
moats! I've seen’em!) We're building the walled castles, and we're building the 
moats, and we're hiring the armies, in the form of security guards and alarm 
systems.

Tropical Storms 

Tropical storm Gordon left 

a deadly trail of destruction 

as it traveled a lengthy path 
from the southern Caribbean Sea to 
the North Atlantic. The death toll 
reached nearly 500 in Haiti alone 
where rescue workers were being 
led to bodies by flies swarming over 
the debris of collapsed structures. 
Extensive structural and crop dam- 
age was also inflicted in Jamaica 


“and Cuba before the storm took aim 


at Florida. There, Gordon spawned 
tornadoes — one of which tore a 
two-mile path through a retirement 
community near Fort Lauderdale, 
killing one person and damaging 
500 homes. 

Tropical cyclone Vania, the first 
of the season in the South Pacific, 
brought gales and high surf to Van- 
uatu as it passed around the island 
chain. A weak and unnamed tropi- 
cal cyclone moved over the open 
waters of the Arabian Sea. 


Floods - 


As Egypt braced for 
isa another round of unsea- 

sonably heavy rains, the 
country's Antiquities Authority 
announced that the previous week’s 
devastating floods damaged 
pharaonic inscriptions in the Kamak 
and Luxor temples. Rains seeping 
into the structures reacted with the 
sandstone and caused a white salt 
film to form on some of the reliefs 


that record Egypt's ancient past. 


Heavy rains on the fringes of 
tropical storm Gordon unleashed 
floods that wiped out crops and 
destroyed houses and bridges from 
eastern Nicaragua to Panama. 
Costa Rica also was badly affected, 
especially the capital San Jose 
where five people were swept away 
by raging waters. 

The northeast monsoon blowing 
over the Indian subcontinent trig- 
gered torrential rains that left nearly 
200,000 Sri Lankans homeless in 
the country’s civil war-torn east.

Earthquakes 

At least 62 people were 
Ks killed in a major earth-

Most of the 
dead lived in coastal areas where 
whole villages were flattened, 
coconut trees toppled and fishing 
boats swept into streets.

Drenching rains over the 
region during the week helped 
forestry officials to bring most of the 
blazes under control, and to reduce 
the potential for further outbreaks.

pou The death toll from the 
eruption of Indonesia's 
Merapi Volcano during the 


past week reached 50 as activity 
from within the mountain slowly sub- 
sided. Officials warned residents 
near Merapi to remain clear of vol- 
canic debris, which may contain 
deadly sulfur gasses that couldbe a 
threat to the region for months to 
come. 

Scientists in Russia’s Far East 
predicted that the recent eruptions 
of Klyuschevsky Volcano on the 
Kamchatka Peninsula will have a 
strong impact on weather patterns 
across the entire Northern Hemi- 
sphere. The climatic disruptions 
would be caused by massive 
amounts of volcanic ash, aerosols, 
and gasses spewed out by the most 
active volcano in Asia. 

Mount Bulosan Volcano in the 
Philippines’ Sorsogon province 
rumbled back to life for the first time 
since 1988 with a plum of ash that 
rained down on six nearby villages. 


Fog-Free 


Beijing’s Capital Airport 
has developed a scheme 
that officials believe will 


dissipate the dense fog that has 
forced the airport to close several 
times this month. The Xinhua news 
agency reported that liquid nitrogen 
will be sprayed around the runways 
on foggy days. It’s believed that this 
should cause the fog to freeze into 
ice flakes that drop to the ground, 
clearing the air above.

A 20-inch 
layer of snow covered a vital area of 
grassland in Damxung County 
where the nomads had taken their 
livestock for the winter months. 


Blinding snowstorms whipping 
across eastern Turkey isolated 
3,200 villages and forced schools in 
the region to close. Forty-five teams 
were said to be working to keep 
roads open, but some villages could 
be cut off until early next year. 


A powerful winter storm in the 
western United States closed large 
stretches of roadway, including a 
main east-west link of interstate 
highway near the California-Nevada 
border. Early winter-like storms 
have produced the heaviest Novem- 
ber snowfall on record in Utah’s 
Wasatch mountain range.
